Law and Fairness 



Two week* ago The t'itizen published a brief editorial 
mending the town officials and particularly the police court for 
the way it handled certain cases of law-breaking, which came be- 
fore it on Saturday, July L The editorial provoked considerable 
. i. nunc nt on the part of a number of people who appeared to feel 
not entirely sure that the action* of the court had been fully 
, .implied with. To aatiafy ouraelve* and the people, we asked 
the police judge for an explanation anent the diaposition of fines 
that were aaac.sed in the court on July 1, and 
peace bond imposed by the same court 
police judge Hi formed us that up to that time (Wednesday, July 5) 
no fines had lieeii collected and only one replevy bond had been 
effected. The judge held tin- peace bond, which, according to his 
opinion, hud been properly made out, but according to the opinion 
of two lawyers, one of them with more than M year* experience in 
the court*, the peace bond wa* improperly executed becau*e it 
wa* not *.gned by the offender. 

A few days later the judge issued a capia* for one of the of- 
fender*, who wa* placed in jail until an appeal wa* made ami a 
supersedeas wa* aervad, which released him to await trial in the 
circuit court. 

Thcae are the facta in the caae borne out by our interview 
■with the police judge. 

We believe that the court acted in uccordance with what 
ha thought to be hia duty. Thia belief is justified by the fact 
that the judge, when he discovered hia error, took immediate 
step* to aee that the decrees of the juries were compiled with. 
We do not wish to condone laxity on the part of 
feel it our duty to treat with fairness an 
honest mistake. 

We have heard no complaint against the way the town mar- 
shal ha* handled hi* job. So far as we know he has always been 
at the post of duty, and the order in thia 
i is evidence of that fact.

Soil* Adapted to Rye 
Rye ran be grown on almost any 
of the well-drained soils of Kentuc- 
ky. It is better adapted to the light- 
er loams a, d sandy soils than to the 
heavier clay soils. It is much bet- 
ter adapted to the sandy and poorer 
toils than is wheat. It will also en- 
dure a greater amount of acidity in 
the soil than will wheat, oats, or bar- 
rye may often be grown in the sandy 
soils of the coastal plains and in poor 
arils where other cereals would not 
succeed. The growing of rye should 
not be attempted on lands subject to 
overflow or on which water stands 
rfter rains. 

Fertilizers For Rye 
Altho, as already stated, rye may 
grow on poor soils, large yields of 
forage or grain can be expected only 
on soil that is naturally rich or well ,

The end of the visit 
Mh both mother and children more 
tlrad, mors fretful than when start- 
ing out, and certainly they return 
with unpaired digestions, upset atom

Sin. e milk remains the chief food 
■if the child thru its third and fourth 
years, a mother must be sure of a 
safe milk supply. Traveling alsnit 
will not insure this. Staying at 
home, using the same supply that 
has been used during the rest of the 
year is the only safe way. It is be 
ing cruel to the children to do other 
wise. To have fond relatives a id 
friends off v r the sMtfl ice tea in place 
of milk, o sip of coffee in place of 
cocoa, a fried egg in place of a soft

The first step to be taken, accord 
i"g to Dr. Lillian South, director of 
the Ixmrd's laboratories, is to conf.ne 
the dog that has done the hititur 
She emphasized the fact that it is not 
IM Haff) immediately to kill the an 
imal. If he lives nine days it is cer- 
tain that he has not rabies, and no 
further steps need be taken. 

If he dies l>efore the expiration of 
this period of confinement, however, 
his head should be sent to the labora- 
tory of the State Board for exami- 
nation. There it will be determined 
whether or not he was afflicted with 
rabies. In case the former is true, 
the person bitten should take the 
serum treatment for the disease, as 
when it develops in a human being N 
invariably is fatal. 

This serum treatment can be ob- 
tained free of charge at the Stat<- 
Board's laboratories, or it may be ob- 
tained by persons out in the State un 
able to come to Louisville thru their 
County 
sicians.
